Response to Arguments 



2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-10, 12-23 has been considered but is moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
The rejection is as follows: 



3, The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1, 18, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Landauer et al 
(US Patent No. 4,142,070 new art). 

Landauer et al teaches (figs. 1 , 4) a data receiver receiving a stream of bipolar (biphase) 
pulse via a telephone line carrying a bit stream of 24 channels of pulse code modulated data in 
bipolar format, provide a framing circuit having a false framing detector to prevent (mask) the 
receiver to erroneously frame on the sign bit, the signaling frame time pulse 42, appears in

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synchronization with each signaling frame, the signaling frame enable "A" pulse also serves as 
the signaling frame pulse on line 68 used to condition the count of the false framing detector, the 
signal frame enable "A" and signaling frame enable "B" are used as a timing signal in the false 
framing detector 70 (col. 2, lines 30-35; col. 3, lines 8-10, 16-24, 52-65; col. 7, lines 48-67). 
Landauer et al, therefore, teaches the claim recitation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2-9, 19-23 are objected to as being dependent upon rejected base claims, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 10, 12-17 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Rhebergen (US Patent 5,479,456) provide information related to false 
synchronization detection and correction mechanism in a communication system.
